The utmost care has been taken to attain the greatest possible perfection 
in producing this work. The paper has been specially manufactured, entirely 
from rag without the use of clay, retaining at the same time a surface suitable 
for collotypes and for the text. 

After much consideration chromo-lithography was employed for the 
coloured plates in preference to the more modern colour processes, as greater 
exactitude was attained in reproducing the original colours by this method ? 
although the cost was greatly increased, some plates costing more than one 
hundred pounds each. It was deemed better to have a small but truthful 
number of colour plates than a large array of colour that would be misleading. 
The same care has been exercised in producing the collotypes.

Excessively rare and valuable. The Church catalogue records 
only two other copies besides the one in that collection, viz., those in 
the John Carter Brown and New York Historical Society Libraries. 

From examination of this copy when unbound and loosely stitched 
together (as originally issued), the collation of the first quire, as given 
in the Church catalogue, was seen to be incorrect. It should be as 
follows :—Copperplate engraving of ‘ Indian Wheat ’, etc., [AR ; title, 

[A] 2 ; ‘To the Reader’, A 3 ; [Order of the Grand Assembly of 
Virginia, etc.], [A] 4 . The dedication leaf to Sir John Danvers is 
therefore not A 2 but an extra leaf which was apparently added as an 
afterthought to copies still in stock after publication. It is not (and 
evidently never has been) in this copy, and that in the John Carter 
Brown Library also does not contain it.

“ This was the third revision of the Rhode Island Laws, which is usually preceded, 
as in this case, by The Charter, both being bound together. ‘ The printer was Ann 
Franklin, the widow of the former printer. She appears to have been disposed to take 
a little advantage, and to have printed a number of copies of this digest on her own 
account, without consent of the committee, whereupon the General Assembly, at its 
session, in June, 1745, passed a vote prohibiting her, or anyone in her behalf, from 
selling any copies within one year from the rising of that Assembly, upon the penalty of 
£5 for every book so sold 

In the Charter the last four leaves are bound upside down and Acts and Liws 
wants one leaf, probably blank, before the title. A peculiarity of the latter piece is that 
the eight leaves of table are placed before the title.

Mr. Rodrigues has probably the finest private collection of Braziliana in the world. 
Brazil figures largely in the history of South America, and its bibliography is remark¬ 
ably extensive. The catalogue itself is a model of what such a catalogue should be.

No other copy is known, either in or out of Spain, of this valuable map, which was 
drawn on vellum by the hand of Santa Cruz in 15*2, lie being then the Cosmografo 
Mayor of the Royal Department of Charts at Seville. It is entitled “ Nova verior et 
integra totiusorbis descriptio,” and bears the imperial arms of Charles V, to whom it 
is dedicated. It represents the world as two hemispheres, with the poles as centres, and 
is arranged in gores as though intended for the model of a globe. The American 
portion is undoubtedly that which constitutes the chief interest in the work, and its 
importance in that respect is heightened by the immense number of geographical 
names inscribed upon it. Although until recently quite unknown to modern scholars, 
this map is evidently the one referred to in the “ Diferencia de Libros” of Venegas 
(printed in 1510), who described it on account of the new method of projection on which 
it was designed. The difference of date between 1540 and 1542 merely implies that 
Venegas had seen the draught plan two years before the work was finished in its 
existing ornate condition by Santa Cruz. 

As one of the most valuable of tho series of world-maps produced within half a 
century of the great discovery of Columbus, the work of Santa Cruz must be found 
indispensable for the uso of students in this fine production, the only form in which 
it is accessible.

This collection is probably the finest in existence. 

ETIENNE DOLET, philosopher, scholar, printer, was born at 
Orleans in 1508. As a young man he studied in Paris, taking a 
course of rhetoric under Nicolas Berauld ; later he passed on to Padua, 
where he studied under Simon de Villeneuve until the death of the 
latter in 1530, when he attached himself to Jean du Bellay-Langey, 
the French ambassador at Venice. In the following year he went to 
Toulouse, where, in consequence of his religions views, he speedily 
made enemies in the city and in the university. He was forced to 
leave Toulouse in 1533, and thence he went to Lyons, but his life being 
attempted, he fled to Paris. Here he married and in 1539 his son 
Claude was born and Dolet published a poem in celebration of the 
event; three years later this poem was made the ground of a charge 
of heresy, and Dolet was imprisoned for fifteen months, when he was 
liberated through the intercession of Pierre du Chastel, Bishop of 
Tulle. At this time thirteen works either printed or written by 
Dolet were publicly burnt. The following year he was re-arrested 
but managed to escape to Piedmont. He returned secretly to Lyons 
and published his Second Enfer and his translation of two Dialogues 
of Plato, Axiochus and Hipparchus, which afterwards cost him his 
life. The same year he was arrested and taken to Paris. A com¬ 
mission selected by the Faculty of Theology declared that he had 
mistranslated certain passages in the Axiochus, giving them an 
atheistic content, and he was handed over to the secular authority as 
an athee relaps. During his last imprisonment he wrote his Cantique 
d'Estienne Dolet and in the same year, 1546, he was hanged and then 
burnt. He is generally regarded as a man of noble, independent 
thought, Theistic rather than Christian, who fell a victim to the 
religious intolerance of his day. 

The fact that all available copies of his works were burnt with him 
makes the few that remain of the greatest interest to all collectors.
